2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe correctly the 
property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of description, genuineness, 
authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are to be 
for a single article even though more than one article is included under a numbered item 
in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are designated 
as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles described 
in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which is 
merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be rejected by the 
auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale 
injuriously.

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HE English pragmatic genius has never been better expressed than 

in its philosophy and in its furniture, both of which made profound 

obeisance to the needs of common sense. I have quoted elsewhere 
Hepplewhite’s sober ambition “‘to unite elegance and utility, and blend the 
useful with the agreeable”, which in 1794 must have sounded with the faint 
yet awesome distinctness of reason in the middle of the revolutionary turmoils 
in Europe. No parallel with the present is suggested, and this is no appeal 
either to an idle conservatism. This kind of craftsmanship, indeed, needs none, 
for it has the sureness of the best art and—if one were looking for further 
encomiums—a kind of friendliness or humanity of form, which was paralleled 
in the supremacy of English domestic architecture of the period. 

The Howard Gould collection contains the finest English furniture to 
appear at public sale in this country since the winter of 1938, and ranges from 
an oak buffet of the Elizabethan period to the delicate occasional furniture of 
Sheraton. It is unusually rich in Queen Anne walnut—the best period of plain 
furniture, relying solely on line and color and brilliance of execution—and 
in the beautiful carved mahogany of 1730-70 associated with the reign of 
George II and the designs of ‘Thomas Chippendale, including a set of four 
outstanding upholstered chairs in needlepoint, which I have designated in a 
footnote as among the most notable pieces of Chippendale furniture yet offered 
at auction here. The honorable tradition, more majorum, which went into 
the making of a mirror, an armchair, a table or a chest, as if these were in 


themselves of the stuff of heirlooms, is no mean thing.

Note: The English expert Mr. W. G. Thomson, author of 4 History of Tapes- 
try, wrote as follows concerning the above: ‘Tapestries of this subject are of the 
greatest rarity. I know of but one record of it. This occurs in the inventory of the 
furniture belonging to the French Crown, taken after the death of Louis XIV (1663- 
1715).”’ In the section enumerating Tafpisseries de Haulte et Basse Lisse de laine et 
soye, there appears no. 78. Le Pére de Famille, described as ‘vieille fabrique d’Angle- 
terre, dessein maniere de Lucas, representant le pere de famille .... Mr Thomson 
adds “I consider it probable that this tapestry is part of one of the set enumerated in 


the inventory mentioned above. The tapestry was woven about 1510. In it there are a 
few peculiarities unusual in Flemish or French tapestries of its period, such as the 
treatment of parts of the drapery and the scroll work and carving of the slender 
wooden shafts by the rose trellis. ‘These are not inconsistent with the attribution of 
the tapestry to English workmanship.”
